One of the men returned to Is- 
rael yesterday, Baruch Zaki Miz- 
τοῦ was credited by the inter- 
national press at the time of his 
arrest in May, 1972, with being the 
leader of an Israel spy-ring in 
North Yemen, and the organizer 
of similar groups in several Arab 
countries, 

According to the Yemeni In- 
terior Minister, Mizrahi headed a 
ying which included eight Ye- 
menis and three foreigners, which 
sought to prevent possible attacks 
on Israel shipping headed for 
Eilat. 

(A Liberian tanker, the Coral 
Sea, was attacked by terrorists 
from Yemeni territory on June 
19, 1971 while carrying oll to 
Bulat.) 

Baruch Mizrahi, who according 
to North Yemen Officials, was an 
Israel intelligence officer holding

Premier Golda Meir last night 
submitted to fervent pleas of 
leaders of her Labour Party and 
agreed to continue her efforts to 
form a new government. This is 
now likely to be presented to the 
Knesset tomorrow. 

The Labonr Party’s central com- 
mittee is to meéet this morning in 
what is expected to result in 8. re- 
sounding vote of confidence in Mrs. 
Meir, that should encourage her to 
complete her task in forming a 
new Cabinet. 

Official word that Mra. Meir had 
altered her intention ro return her 
mandate to the President came last 
night from Prof. Ephraim Katzir 
himself, following a one-hour meet- 
ing with the Premier. It culminated 
an almost around-the-clock pllgri- 
mage to Mrs, Meir's residence by 
Labour Party delegations and in- 
dividual leaders that began at 6 on 
Sunday evening, shortly after the 
Premier had walked out of the 
Alignment Knesset faction caucus. 

The measure of Rafi’s support is 
now seen ag one of the keys to Mrs, 
Meir's decision on whether she will 
go ahead to get up a new govern- 
ment. Mrs. Meir wants to be able 
to count on Rafi support in the 
Knesset for a specified period — 
even if its members do not imme- 
diately enter the Cabinet. 

Party leaders will probably go 
beyond that at the Central Commit- 
tee meeting today and call on Rafi 
to take up the two portfolios ear- 
marked for them — Information 
and either Labour or Transport. 

At the first of two Rafi meetings 
yesterday, the mood was against 
joining the Cabiner unless a unity 
government was formed.

— Prime Minister Edward 
Heath resigned yesterday, and, 
barely an hour later, Queen Eliza- 
beth named Labour Party leader 

Harold Wilson to succeed him. 
Wilson will head the first minor- 
ity government to rule Britain for 
more than 40 years, 
The ending of Edward Heath's 
44-month premiership was signalled 
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yesterday afternoon when the 14 
Liberal MPs rejected his appeal for 
support in sustaining the Conser- 
vative Party in power despite their 
ὅρίεβξ at Thursday's general elec- 
ion. 

The Liberals, whom Heath had 
been wooing since Saturday, opted 
instead for a call for a grand al- 
Hance of all three political parties 
to rescue the nation from its 
troubles. This proposal was seen at 
once as a non-starter by both Tories 
and Labour. Wilson had already 
ruled out any idea of special 
arrangements with the Liberals or 
anyone else.

ΗΝ Gromyko last week pald a 
two-day visit to Damascus, during 
which he had talks with Syrian of- 
ficfals on hilateral relations and 
Middle East developments. Before 
leaving for Cairo last Friday, he 
said he would return to Syria to 
resume his talks.

NRP refuses to appear 
before Rabbinical Court 


Jerusalem Post Knesset Reporier 

The National Religious Party 
Knesset faction ected late Sunday 
night to avoid future pitfalls, such ag 
that caused by the Chief Rabbinate's 
involvement in its political decisions. 

A special sub-committee repre- 
senting all the wings of the NRP 
faction convened without fanfare 
in the Batsheva Hotel in Jerusa- 
lem, and decided unanimously that 
the faction would refuse to appear 
in the Tel Aviy Rabbinical Court 
to answer the plea for a restrain- 
ing order filed against it. 

(Bar-Ilan student leader Moshe 
Bershkowitz had asked the Rabbi- 
nical Court to order the NRP not 
to enter a Coalition because it was 
committed to its electorate not to 
do so until the “Who's a Jew" law 
was amended.! 

The NRP sub-committee voted 
that “the party will not have any 
recourse to the Rabbinical Court 
because a8 ἃ movement it possesses 
all the legislative bodies required 
to hear appeals against actions of 
its membership.” 


Under Rabbinical Court proce- 
dure in matters of this sort, both 
Htigatts must conzent to the hear. 
ing before a case can begin. There- 
fore, the NRP decision to boycot: 
the Court on the Hershkowitz plea 
has compelled Mr. Hershkowitz to 
withdraw his application. 

NRP faction chairman Avra- 
ham Melamed reportedly said dur- 
ing the discussion that “just becausc 
the faction made one mistake with 
the Chief Rabbinate, doesn't mean 
it has to make a second mistake 
with the Hershkowitz plea.” 

Religious Affairs Minister Zerah 
Warhaftig reportedly said at the 
sub-committee that “if the NRP 
had consulted the leading rabbis of 
half a century ago, it would not 
exist today." 

Although a clear majority had 
emerged in the NRP‘s brief discus- 
sign on Sunday to join the "narrow" 
Coalition, according to most sources, 
the matter was not put to a vote 
because of the bombshell anounce- 
ment that Mrs. Meir was handing 
back her mandate. 


ROW OVER SALE OF TWO SHIPS 
Histadrut enters dispute 
between seamen and Zim

HAIFA. — The dispute between the 
Seamen's Unions and the Zim Com- 
pany over the intended sale of two 
Zim coasters, Esther and Leah, 
was “frozen” yesterday, following 
intervention by the Histadrut. 

Both officer's and rating’s unions 
object to the sale of the two “Ma- 
triareh” class vessels, which ope- 
rate on the short-route Mediterra- 
nean line. The route is especially 
sought afler by the seamen be- 
eause of frequent calls in home 
ports. The unions ordered their men 
on board the ships — in Venice 
and Piraeus respectively — to re- 
tuse to sign off. 

At a meeting with Mr. Uriel Ab- 
ramovich, head of the Histadrut's 
Trade Union Department, ali sides 
decided to refrain from any action, 
pending a more thorough investiga- 
tion of the problem by 8 Histadrut 
committee. The Committee is ta 
present its recommendations by the 
weekend. 

The two ships are idle and their 
crews are getting paid, while the 
unions await the recommendations, 
which are not binding. 

Zim General Manager ,Moshe 
Kashti said last night that Zim was 
still studying the market and had 
not yet taken steps to sell the 
ships. 

The Histadrut decision, whil: it 
put off the dispute for the time be- 
ing, leaves the baste problem Οἱ 
Zim's nine matriarch-ciass ships un- 
solved. Mr. Kashti said recently 
that the ships had lost §1.im. Inst 
year and that the company con- 


siders it vital to sell them. He 
noted that they were being replaced 
by more modern and profitable 
vessels, 

The unions say Zim is operating 
several dozen foreign freighters 
under charter, and that while this 
situation exists, the company should 
not sell any of its own ships, man- 
ned by Israel crews. 

The Zim management claims the 
chartered ships are necessary for 
low-price cargoes that cannot pro- 
fitably Ὅς carried in the more ex- 
pensive Israeli ships. Mr. Kashti 
stated recently that the chartered 
vessels had in fact made profits for 
the company during 1973, while the 
Israel fag ships had either lost 
money or made πὸ profit.

Motti Friedman charged 


with fraud, 


TEL AVIV. — Mordechai (“Mottl") 
Friedman, former head of the Gov- 
ernment's Netivel Neft oi) company, 
was charged in the District Court 
yesterday with fraud, unauthorized 
transfer of foreign currency abroad, 
and concealment of IL2.5m in in- 
come he made from his own Con- 
tinental Oi] Company. 

Indicted with him, for helping 
cover up the alleged transactions, 
was accountant Bliezer (‘“Lesile") 
Shimshon. Both men denied the 
charges. . 

The prosecution told Judge Dov 
Levin that Friedman had trans- 
ferred hundreds of thousands of 
dollars abroad, through authoriza- 
tions he received on the basis of 
fraudulent documents drawn up by 
Shimshoni. 

The prosecution said thut* ‘during’ 
the trial they would call as witnesses, 
among others, Deputy” Income Tax 
Commissioner Eliezer Shiloni (whose 
Jerusalem flat was bombed last 
week), former Attorney General Mo- 
she Ben-Ze'ev, former Netivei Neft 
deputy-director Dani Kimhi (now 
under indictment for stealing equip- 
ment from the Government firm}, 
and Louis and Bernard Bloomfield 
of Canada, for whose Canadian firm 
Continental O11 Company Friedman 
once worked, 

According to the charges, the 
Canadian firm ended its oll explora- 
tion in Israel In the middle vf 1962. 
In that year Friedman, up to then 
its employee, bought all the com- 
pany’s equipment here — but he 
registered the deal not as a sale, 
but only as an option to buy. 

Friedman, it 15 charged, there- 
after operated the equipment him- 
self, but In the name of the Canadian 
firm. His alleged aim was to avold 
paying tixes. Shin:shoni! aided him 
by concealing in his reports to the 
Canadian firm that its Israel branch 
was being used as ἃ front for an- 
other company. 

(Friedman's own Continental oil 
firm was originally included among 
the defendants, but Judge Levin had 
it removed in Ught of the fact that 
it wag dissolved several months ago.) 

Between June 1962 and October 
1965, it is charged, Friedman made 
IL2.65m. from operating the equip- 
ment, all contacts with clients being 
made in the name of the Canadian 
firm, 

For 1962 he had told tax onthori- 
ties he had received a salary of 
1L17,000 and concealed income of 
about 1.250,000, it is charged. For 
1963, he declared income of 122,000 
and cpncealed about uo third of a 
million pounds, For 1964 he declared 
salary of 1L27,000 and concealed 
1L666,000; and for the following year 
he declared 132,000 and concealed 
about three quarters of 2 million. 
Io all four years he allegedly listed 
himself a4 an employee of the Cunaod- 
fan firm.

PARIS (UPI). — Soviet Author 
Viadimir E, Maximov said yesterday 
the Soviet Union was allowing un- 
derground writers like himself to 


leave, or expelling them, because of 
a ney policy to get rid of dissi- 


The Soviet authorities’ motive is 
to get rid of agitators and others, 
Maximov told a news conference. 
“Some who are Jewish can emi- 
grate to Israel, different formulas 
are used for others such as my- 
self. They are trying to rid the 
country of dissidents.” 

Maximov was the second dissident 
Soviet writer to leave the Soviet 
Union in a month. He arrived Fri- 
day, following exiled Alexander 
Solzhenitsyn to the West. 

Maximov said he was not expelled, 
and “I will make every effort to 
return" when his one-year Soviet 
exit visa to visit France expires. 
_ “I left because at last the situa- 
tion for me was such that I could 
do nothing else but leave,” the wri- 
ter, 41, said, 

Some of Maximoy’s anti-establish- 
ment books have been published in 
the West but not in the Soviet 
Union. He spent time in a psy- 
chiatric hospital when Soviet author- 
ities were following a policy of con- 
fining dissidents to asylums. 

He was expelled from the Soviet 
Writers’ Union in May 1973, which 
Meant he could no longer be pub- 
lished in his homeland.

Bishop resisting efforts 
to exile him from Spain 


MADRID (Reuter). — The Bishop 
of Bilbao, Monsignor Antonio Ano- 
veros, spent his fifth day under 
virtual house arrest yesterday, after 
refusing a government offer to fly 
into voluntary exile, as Spanish 
officials and the Vatican tried to 
end the deadlock. 5 


The Primate of Spain, Cardinal 
Marcelo Gonzalez, Archbishop of 
Toledo, had a private meeting with 
General Franco in Madrid, while 
the Papal Nuncio to Spain, Mon- 
signor Luigi Dadaglio, had urgent 
meetings at. the Vatican. No detaila 
were made public. 

The Vatican said yesterday it 
hopes that Gen. Franco's govern- 
ment and the Roman Catholic 
Church can find “a satisfactory 50- 
lution” to the controversy but the 
Vatican called the problem “grave.” 

The Bishop of Bilbao, 64, was re- 
stricted to his home in the northern 
Basque port after allowing his as- 
sistant, Father Jose Angel Ubieta.

A statement from the Ministry 
of Information late Sunday night 
said the bishop had been confned 
to his home for “precautionary and 
protective reagons,” and an official 
plane had been put at his disposal 
so that he could fly to Rome. 

But the bishop refused to budge, 
saying he would only move out 
under force, or if instructed to do 
so by the Vatican, the ministry 
said — confirming what sources 
close to him had earlier told. re- 
porters. The same applied to Fa- 
ther Ubieta, who was also offered 
the flight to Rome. 

‘The Information Ministry state- 
ment asserted that in letting the 
sermon be read in Bilbao churches 
the bishop had shown “clear incite- 
ment to discord among the citizen- 
ry, an attempt against the co-ex- 
istence of Spaniards.”

Seamen have joined 
the fleet, only to Ieave quickly be- 
cause seafaring offers no security 
in this country — there is no early 
pension scheme, no re-training pro- 
grammes, no safeguarding of sea- 
men's rights in related industries. 
For many seamen, time at sea has 
only meant lost time and last ex- 
perience. In other seafaring coun- 
tries, jobs in shipping agencies, 
harbour offices and sO on are kept 
for men with experience on and with 
ships. In Israel, preference has been 
given to ordinary administrators, 
allowing valuable professional 
knowledge to be lost. The various 
nautical schools turn out graduates 
year after year, but our vessels 
are still largely operated by self- 
taught personnel and foreign of- 
ficers. 

More than half Israel's shipping 
(dry cargo) goes through Ashdod 
Port which, however, can offer less 
than 10 percent of the essential 
services to ships and seamen. The 
main offices and workshops are still 
in Haifa. The second- or third-rate 
branches in Ashdod are either un- 
able or are unauthorized to carry 
out the functions expected of them 
in any normal port. 

This is felt in mechanical and 
electrical workshops, supplies, sur- 
veys, administration, meteorology 
and in medical and cultural services.

A precedent for 
halting terrorism 


Sunday’s hijacking by Arab terrorists of a British 
Airways VC10 and the suspicion of sabotage in the 
appalling crash of the Turkish Airways jet which 
resulted in the death of all 345 persons aboard bring 
the urgency of combating terror back into the 
news. Michael Fooner, a consultant on crime pre- 
- vention now associated with the New York City 
Police Department, who attended the Victimology 
Conference in Jerusalem last year, believes that 


Interpol is the instrument which should be used 
to deal with current acts of hijacking and terror. 


ΓΞ ΌΣΕΙ͂ΘΟΣ is riot new; it ia 
merely under new management. 
Jt was once the prerogative of 
kings and conquerors. Now it be- 
longs to little people. 

We are in an age of Terror by 
Nobodies—by rebels without causes, 
‘by pranksters, by self-appointed 
avengers, by irrational saviours of 
oppressed. peoples. 

‘The hallmark of this new form 
of criminality is injury, death, and 
destruction without meaning. The 
victims are irrelevant to the crimi- 
nal. The victim is a person who 
happens to be in the bank, at the 

in the office, or on the 
street when the shooting starts, 
when the letter bomb is delivered, 
when the suitcase . The vic- 
tims are travellers going about their 
‘business or pleasure who happen to 
be on the airplane when it gets 
hijacked. 

Society's responses to this form 
of crime appear to be thoroughly 
confused. There are academics, civic 
leaders, and legislators, who dis- 
cuss terrorism as ἃ form of dissent

And there are governments in 
some countries. which accept ter- 
roria as a method for advancing 
international policy, while others — 
Sovereign nations — permit them- 
Selves to be bullied by two or three 
gunmen. These are usually govern- 
ments who neglect to let their po- 
lice take proper precautions to fore- 
stall terrorists. 


As long as the self-absolving 
rhetoric of those who practise vio- 
lence, or who tolerate it, is given 
umopposed credence, terrorism will 
grow. Victimization being irrational 
and irrelevant to the criminal, each 
citizen helplessly asks, “Who will 
be next?” 

The confusion surrounding crimes 
of terror is reminiscent of the in- 
ternational confusion surrounding 
the counterfeiting of national cur- 
rencles following World War I. The 
latter was threatening the hard- 
pressed countries of Europe with 
economic chaos and obstructing the 
efforts of stronger countries to help 


The solution to that problem of- 
fers a precedent for solving the ter- 
rorism problem now. 

First, an international understand- 
ing on principles was drawn up, 
under which each country would 
treat the crime as a crime without 
distinction as to whose currency 
was attacked. Second, each’ country 
would prosecute any offender it ap- 
prehended, or extradite him for pro- 
secution in the country where he 
committed his offence. Third, the

Interpol became the repository 
for expertise in curbing national 
currency counterfeiting. Confusion 
ended, and although counterfeiting 
continues, it is under rational con- 
trol. The system has been working
